Whereas under Regulation 72° un- 
der the Public Health Act, the Pro- 
vincial Board, in order to reduce the 
tendency of any disease to spread, 
may issue orders requiring the clos- 
in of specified buildings, 

Now, therefore, the Provincial 
Board hereby orders that any or ev-. 
ery church, school, theatre, picture 
. show, pool room, dance hall, public 

swimming or wading pool, public 
playgrounds or any other place of 
public assembly be closed to all chil- 
dren 17 years of age and under, un- 
til further notice terminating the or- 
der is announced, 
Qwnere of the above mentioned 
places are hereby made responsible 
to gee that the requirements of this 
order are strictly observed.”

As @ result of the present outbreak 
of Poliomyelitis in different parts of 
the Province, the Provincial Board of 
Health wishes to bring the folowing 
information to the attention of all 
residents of the province, i 

Poliomyelitis is transmitted by con- 
tact, the infectious agent being pre- 
sent in the discharges from the nose 
an@ throat and in some cases in the 
discharges from the’ intestinal tract | man 
as well, 

The name ‘Infantile Paralysis” 
a misoner. A large number of 
cases, of the disease are being report- 
ed which are abortive in type. Such 
cases recover in a few days without 
any pralysis of any kind, Many of 
these cases resemble ordinary Grippe 
and some have been diagnosed as In- 
testinal Influenza. 

These are most dangerous cases in 
so far as the spread of infection is 
concerned, It is therefore a matter 
of vital importance tpat all such 
cases should be seen by a physician 
at the onset, and isolated at once. 

Persons may harbor the cause of 
the infection in the nose and throat 
without. themselves developing the 
disease. These “carriers” as they are 
termed, may be a real source of in- 
fection. to others, 

Children giving evidence of any 
‘sickness of any kind or any depart- 
ure from normal! health should be put 
to bed at once and medical advice 
promptly obtained. 

All patients suffering from tho dis- 
ease are required to be quarantined 
for a period of three weeks from the 
onset, The period of quarantine for 
contacts with cases 
The head of the household may be 
permitted to live outside the premises 
quarantined providing his contact 
with the patient has not been inti- 
mate and his occupation does not 
bring him into contact with children, 
and providing, further, that he is not 
engaged in the handling of foodstuffs,

One old Jewish 
man, straggly beard, age bleared eyes 
and trembling hands, helped by the 
Red Cross worker into a windbreaker 
from Oakville, said, “I look like Jos- 
eph in his coat of many colors,” 
Proudly he tottered round the centre 
showing his friends how he looked. 

He took’a great fancy to a pair of 
smart men’s knickers, but when. he 
was ailowed to try them on shrieks of 
laughter from everybody at his gro- 
tesque appearance caused him to tod- 
die off behind the screen and take 
them off. 

Women from the poorest homes 
were seen tenderly stroking beautiful 
handknit woollen undies as if they 
were something unreal. Mrs. Rose 
Davies, wife of a costermonger, said: 
“They're nice to put on, Please can

,of delight came from mothers when 
they saw their children in cots cov- 
ered with afghans made by the stu- 
dents at Norway School, Toronto, and 
a school in Kitchener, as such articles 
were unknown here.
